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SUBJECT: TRUDEAU AND ONTARIO GOVERNMENT AT ODDS OVER QUEEN'S 
VISIT 

1 . BEGIN UNCLASSIFIED. TORONTO STAR COLUMNIST JOHATHAN MANTHORPE 
DEVOTED HIS MARCH 2 COLUMN "PM AND PREMIER GET INTO A ROYAL 
STAND-OFF" TO THE APPARENT CONFLICT BETWEEN THE PRIME MINISTER 
AND ONTARIO PREMIER DAVIS REGARDING QUEEN ELIZABETH'S SILVER 
JUBILEE VISIT TO CANADA. ACCORDING TO MANTHORPE, DAVIS MADE HIS 
VIEWS KNOWN TO TRUDEAU DURING THEIR PRIVATE BREAKFAST MEETING IN 
TORONTO A COUPLE OF WEEKS AGO. THE ORIGINAL PLAN FOR THE 

SILVER JUBILEE VITIST APPARENTLY INVOLVED A MONTH'S STAY IN 
CANADA AND VISITS TO ONTARIO, NEWFOUNDLAND, SASKATCHEWAN, ALBERTA 
AND BRITISH COLUMBIA. TRUDEAU HAS PROPOSED INSTEAD A 4-DAY VISIT 
TO OTTAWA-HULL. WHEN HE RAISED THE MATTER WITH TRUDEAU, DAVIS 
WAS TOLD, ACCORIND TO MANTHORPE, THAT THE PRIME MINISTER "DIDN'T 
FEEL ’IT WOULD BE GOOD FOR THE COUNTRY AT THIS TIME' FOR THE 
QUEEN TO MAKE AN EXTENDED VISIT." 

2. THE COLUMN POINTED OUT THAT THE PREMIERS OF THE PROVINCES 
EXPECTING A ROYAL VISIT IN 1977 HAD BEEN MORE OR LESS TOLD 

OF THE QUEEN’S ORIGINAL PLANS DURING THEIR MEETING WITH HER 

IN KINGSTON LAST SUMMER AT THE OLYMPIC GAMES. MANTHORPE BELIEVES 
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DAVIS IS PARTICULARLY UPSET ABOUT THE ISSUE, BEING A STANCH 
MONARCHIST, AND WROTE "IT IS WELL KNOWN BY NOW THAT TRUDEAU 
AND DAVIS HAVE A DIFFICULT TIME BEING CIVIL TO ONE ANOTHER AND 
THAT THEY DISAGREE FUNDAMENTALLY ON APPROACHES TO MANY CURRENT 
POLICY ISSUES. BUT EVEN ON THAT SCALE OF ANIMOSITY AND COMPETION 
THE QUESTIONOF THE QUEEN'S VISIT LOOMS LARGE." END UNCLASSIFIED. 
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3. COMMENT: I QUERIED WALTER BOROSA, ONTARIO GOVERNMENT CHIEF OF 
PROTOCOL, ON THE MANTHORPE ARTICLE AT A RECEPTION AT MY RESIDENCE 
MARCH 2. WHILE HE AVOIDED CONFIRMING THE ARTICLE, HE NOTED 
THAT THE MANTHORPE PIECE WAS A VERY GOOD ONE AND THAT THEPROPOSAL 
MADE BY OTTAWA FOR THE QUEEN S VISIT WAS COMPLETELY RIDICULOUS. 
BOROSA SAID THAT THE ORIGINAL PLANS CALLED FOR THE QUEEN TO VISIT 
PARTS OF CANADA NOT VISITED DURING THE OLYMPICS, THAT AS FAR 
AS ONTARION AND QUEBEC WENT, SHE WOULD BE VISITING ONLY OTTAWA- 
HULL IN THE NATIONAL CAPITOL REGION AND STAY ONLY ONE ONE DAY 
IN TORONTO, THE HEART OF OLD LOYALIST COUNTRY. HE FELT QUITE 
STRONGLY THAT IMPORTANT PARTS OF THE VISIT WOULD BE IN THE PRAIRIES 
AND BRITISH COLUMBIA AND THAT THE 4 TO 6 DAYS BEING SUGGESTED 
BY THE CANADIAN GOVERNMENT FOR THE OTTAWA-HULL REGION, WHILE NOT 
A SUFFICIENT LENGTH OF TIME IN CANADA AS A WHOLE CONSIDERING THE 
TIME THE QUEEN IS SPENCING IN AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZEALAND, WOULD 
STILL BE HARD TO FILL, "EVEN IF THE QUEEN KISSED EVERY BABY 
IN OTTAWA." BOROSA WAS THE ONTARIO GOVERNMENT REPRESENTATIVE WITH 
THE OLYMPIC ORGANIZING COMMITTEE AT THE SUMMER GAMES SAILING 
SITE IN KIGSTON, ONTARIO, AND WAS VERY MUCH INVOLVED IN THAT 
ROYAL VISIT AND IN THE MEETING OF THE CANADIAN PROVINCIAL 
PREMIERS WITH THE QUEEN WHICH TOOK PLACE ON THAT OCCASION.
